Here is the sequel, and the se«uer 
shows the negro politicians made 
their threat good, even though It 
took alx weeks to do it. ^Wednes- 
day the Board of Safety fined St«- 
tkMi-keeper Hermes and reprimand- 
ed PatralmaB Solllvan and Detective 
CXaak.

It was 
run Into a big mudhole and there It 
stuck useless while the flre raged. 
Then the other engine, aauipped 
with on of these new fangled horse- 
less horses, didn't even get out of 
the house for a long time if at all. 
In the meantime the flre was burn- 
ing briskly and would have swept 
the lasrt remaining buildings per- 
haps had not the soldier firemen un- 
der Lieut. McJenklns, from Camp 
Taylor, taken a hand and gone to 
the scene <;\r!y with several pieces 
of apparatus. For many miniitex 
the soldiers had the only stream on 
the flr<'. Of course the hick fire- 
man wanted representation. The 
secret of the two broken engines 
had to be kept. Then a second 
alarm was seat in silently. This 
alarm was not rung in over the 
nawapaper wires, bnt additional en- 
gines were '%neaked" to the scene. 
The story leaked out. MelIcA, a 
veteran fireman, was suspected of 
telling. Later he was accused. Then 
he resigned, knowing that all fire- 
men who have served the city will 
eventually "get theirs." 

Chairman Paul Burlingame, of 
the Board of Safety, received a 
knockout this past week that will 
probably put a quietus on his lec- 
tures before our local clubs concern- 
ing the efficiency of the police. The 
Chairman was driving down Broad 
way one night this past week in bis 
auto when he was hailed by two of 
his green (not blue) coat wearers, 
and in grutf tones they bawled him 
out for not having a rear light. 
Probably to ascertain the regular 
conduct of his hired hands Mr. Bur- 
lingame usetl his sweetest political 
tones to pacify the Keyatoners and

The publication of this 
report in London has created a 
furore ot exeftament «nd has result- 
ed in a domaad from soma leading 
English newspapers for an ade- 
quate reply from the Britlirii Gov- 
ernment. 

The full text follows: 
"Upon May 2, 3 919, the American 
Commission on Irish Indapendence, 
appointed by authority of the Irish 
Race Convention, held in Philadel- 
phia on thp 22nd and 23rd days of 
February, !!<]!♦. consisting of Frank 
P. Walsh, Chairman; Edward F. 
Dunne and Michael J. Ryan, under 
passports ic^ued by the American 
and Engllsii Embassies in Paris, de- 
parted for Ireland for the purpose 
of conferring with President I3e Va- 
lera and other officials of the Irish 
Republican Ooremment. ..nd 
make a flrst-haad study oi uct iai 
conditions la that country. 

"Whan the paaaports ware handed 
to the American Commlsaionara on 
the morning of their departura for 
Ireland, Sir WUliam Wlsetnan stated 
tliat Mr. Lloyd George wished the 
Commission to go to all parts of 
Ireland, if possible, and It was his 
especial request that they should 
visit Belfast. I'pon repeating .Sir 
William Wiseman's request to 
Messrs. Seau T. O'Ceallaigh and 
George Gavan Duffy, the envoys of 
the Irish Republican Government at 
Paris, they joined In the request 
that we should make a close inves- 
tigation of conditions iu Ireland, 
and especially urged that we should 
visit the ;>aila, particularly those is 
the larger cities, where, they aseert- 
ed, hundreds of men and women 
were confined under circumstances 
of the most shocking nature. 

"Crossing the Irish Sea from Holly- 
head to pnnl asq r we came upon 
the firsT rvMemoe of the military 
occupati(jn ot Ireland. The vessel 
and wharves swarmed with soldiers, 
fully equipped lor the field, going 
to and corning from Ireland. When 
we arrived in Ireland we found sol- 
diers everywhere. A careful investi- 
gation, made on the day before we 
left Iriand, showed that the Army 
of Occupation numbers considerably 
over 100,000 men, to which acces- 
sions are baing made daily. The 
troops are eqaigipad with lorries, ar- 
mored ears, taaka, madiiBe guns, 
bombing planes, light and heavy ar- 
tillery, and In fact all -of the en- 
gines of war lately employed against 
the Central Powers 

"In addition to this, theie are 
approximately !.'■>, onn memhers of 
the Royal Irish Constabulary. The 
constab\ila' y is a liranch of the mil- 
itaiT I'oioes. They are armed with 
rifies, as w*ll as small side arms, 
engage in regular drill and field 
maneuvers. They are never resi- 
dents of the districts which they oc- 
cupy, and have quarters in regular 
Government barracks. After our 
arrival in Ireland we conferred with 
President De Valera as to the pris- 
ons which we should visit, and 
Mountjoy Jail, in the <Clty of Dub- 
lin, was selected, for the reason that 
It contained a large number of poli- 
tical prisoners, many of them men 
of the highest character and stand- 
ing. Mountjoy. so far as physical 
equipment and brutality of conduct 
goes, Is not as bad as many Of the 
other jails In Ireland. 

We made our demand for per- 
mission to visit this jail through 
the municipal authorities of the city 
of Dublfn. The Governor of the 
prison, a lesldent of England, who 
had been In ottioe Init a few weeks, 
refused us admission. It was then 
explained to Sir Jdin Irwin, Chair- 
man of the Visiting Justices of 
Mountjoy Prison, that the Vrammis- 
sion was traveling on diplomatic 
passports and was investigating con- 
ditions In Ireland partly at the so- 
licitation of the Prime Minister. 
With this explanation, Sir John Ir- 
win, who 'i" in supreme authority of 
the .tail, overruled the decision of 
the Governor, and we were admitted 
to Mountjoy. When we appeared at 
the gate we were ushered into the 
office ot tbe Governor, where we 
found Sir John Irwin. The Gov- 
ernor told us that we were to be 
admitted to the prison, but with the 
understanding that we ehould not 
speak to any prisoner, nor to seek 
to fix the identity of any prisoner 
exhibited. Although Mountjoy is 
called a Jail. It Is, as a matter of 
fact, a combination of jail and pen 
itentlary. it is surrounded by a 
stone wall twenty feet in height and 
Is larger than any of the mld-West- 
ern American penitentiaries, such as 
Jefferson Ctty or Joliet, and al'most 
as large as CHng Sing. It has im 
mease cell houses, hullt to accom 
modate approximately 1,000 prison- 
It Is equipped with workshops, 
where men convicted of serious

"Exclusive of the political prison- 
ers, there were but twelve persons 
In confinement, all of tlieni under- 
going sentences for petty infractions 
of law. one of the men who ac- 
companied US upon the visit was an 
official of the City of Doblin. well

trie Bronx, in the United .States. 

"Statements had been made that 
unspeakali'e outrajifs weie lieing 
committed against the persons of 
these men, and the most barbarous 
cruelties inCicted fipon them. That 
they had been starved, beaten, con- 
fined in dark aiUI noisome under- 
ground cells, otherwise mistreated 
and kept for days with their hands 
handcuffed bebMMhelr backs. We 
attempted to sMtfe stateme<nt8 from 
the officers, either confirming or de- 
nying the charges. We were per- 
mitted to talk to no one inside the 
prison except ittie Governor. He 
stated that no such bartiaritie.s had 
been romniitted since (i< had taken 
charge of the prison, a week or two 
!ii 'Ore. Ho refused to speak for any 
time prior to that. He at first de- 
nied that there were underground 
cells in the prisop. We had been fur- 
nished, hsirevert with a plan show- 
ing oalr locatm, and upon our in- 
sistenee we #«nMaIlowed entrance 
We found a trpi num-ber of cells 
underground, too narrow for human 
occupation, with^ttt beds or cover- 
ing for the prlBOfl||rs. to ventilation, 
pitch dark and Sktremely cold, al- 
though the weather af the time was 
not severe. The, -Chief Warden ad- 
mitted that these tells were at times 
occupieii by prisoners. 

"Our iuforma^n, well authenti- 
cated, was to the effect that a large 
number of political prlsoner.-i were 
taken out of the underground cells 
after we had dema^dfd admission 
the night previous. We found one 
of the political prisontirs still In sol- 
itary confinement. He presented a 
pitiable spectacle. The miserable 
cell was cold aAd badly ventilated. 
Ha- ssas-te'^.lpiUBt9C''^'««eMIIM»r 
highly aapvous. yalvably undernour- 
ished, and had, a wild glare In his • p^r men and 
eyes, ihdicating an extremely dan- 
gerous mental state. He tried to 
speak to us, but was quickly si- 
lence by the Warden. The politi- 
cal prisoners In this jail, without ex- 
.'■eption. are men of the highest 
standing, journalists, lawyers, busi- 
ness men. skilled tradesmen and la- 
borers. Many of them, confined for 
months, have not -been Informed of 
the charge against them. When the 
charges are made — often of the most 
trivial character — bail is denied. 
They were aV emadStad and appear- 
ed to be suffering from malnutri- 
tion. Ot the thousands of German 
prisoners we have seen in France 
none of them showed such wretched 
physical condition, or had -counte- 
nances so marked with pain as the 
prisoners in Mountjoy As we were 
leaving the prison we were attracted 
by shouts in the rear of the main 
hall of the prison. Looking around 
we saw Pierce Beasley, one of the 
political prisoners, an Irish jour- 
nalist of the highest standing, and 
one of the most beloved men in Ire- 
land, being hustled through the 
back doorway by a burly prison 
guard. 

'Beasley cried out: 
' 'I want to call your attention 
to the fact that this brute who has 
me In charge Is about to punish me 
for saying: "Long Live the Repub- 
lic." • We Immediately protested 
against the assault on Mr. Ht-aslcy. 
The Governor of the prison hasten- 
ed back to where the men were, and 
after a lumied whispered conversa- 
tion with the guard, returned and 
said that we could be assured that 
no punishment would be tnfiicted 
upon Mr. Beasley. Upon our return 
from the prison we were tnmiahed 
with detailed sUtemeota ot others 
who had been confined in prison, 
exposing tbe vlleet atrooMea ootu- 
mitted against prisoners. Having 
received information that there was 
a large nntntoer of prisoners con- 
fined In a smaller prison in the 
town of Weetport. <'ounty Mayo, 
Wibloh place was invested by 
troops, and that cruelties and ibar- 
barities were being practiced upon 
them, we announced otir inten- 
tion, after leaving MouaAJoy Jail, 
of visiting Weetport. 

"Shortly before tha departure of 
our train apon tbe foUonvtag even- 
ing two policemen appeared at our 
apartments and handed us an un- 
signed typewritten letter, notifying 
us that we would not be permitted 
to enter tbe town, of Westport. the 
only reasoji given being that it 
"was within the military area." We 
proceeded, neveitheU'ss. to West 
port. As we ai)l)roa<hed the t9wn

We de- 
manded to see tba colonel, to 
whom we showed oor passports, 
repeated the ttessa4Se of Mr. Ltord- 
Qeorge delivered through Sir Will 
lam Wiseman, to the effect that ho 
wanted ua to visit all of Ireland, 
explained that we were conducting 
an Investigation under the aiilhor- 
Ity of the Prime Minister. We ad 
vised him that we understood that 
revolting eondltons existed In West 
port. The Colonel, bawever, de- 
clared that he would take the full 
leeponslbiUty of not oomplylnc 
with tbe re«aeat of even ao mga 



oners in tile Weslport jail were be- 
ing subjected, the details being hor- 
rible beyond belief. 

"During our visit to Ireland we 
witneeeed numerous fUMaults In 
public streets and highways with 
bayonets and clubbed rtfiea, upon 
men and women known to be Re- 
puiblicans, or suspected of being In 
favor of a republoan form of gov- 
ernment. Many of the outraged 
persons were men and women of 
exemplary character, and occupy- 
ing high positions In the business 
snd professional life of the country. 
We took stntements eoveiing hun- 
liredis of cases of outrage and vio- 
lence eommitte<l by the offleei's and 
representatives of the British Gov- 
ernment in Ireland, the details of 
which we set fortli herein. Tbe ex- 
cesses and atroeitlea detailed are. 
either iMtagr aetoally oofeamHted at 
the present time Or nave been com- 
mitted within the recent paet, as a 
part of 'a scheme and -plan to cruish 
out and repress the effort of the 
Irish people to establish a republi- 
can foi III of government in Ireland. 

"Among the leaders of tJie Re- 
publican movement in Ireland, 
many of whoau have had lliese at- 
iio-citles practiced upon their per- 
Bons, are lawyers, such as Edward 
Uxiggan, George Nichols and John 
Hanrahan, who rank relatively with 
such men In the United States as 
Morgan J. O'Brien, John B. Stanch- 
Aeld, Levi Mayer, or A. Mitchell 
Palmer. Some of th« men whom 
(ve actually saw In jail, in a pitia- 
ble condition, were newspapej men 
who lank with Henry Watterson, 
;)r the late Col. William R. Xelson, 
of Kansas City. This comparLson 
Is made hecaiis*' two ot the prison- 
ers in Mountjoy, .Messi-s. Pierce 
BeaMley and William .Sear^, are 
the owners or principal stock.tn>lder8 
of pavers which they edit tihem- 
" - Many others- -tUMBy 
saw in priaon are working newspa- 
correapondents of 
hdgk class puiblicatlons, such as 
Charles H. Grasty, Prank H. 81- 
monds and Herbert Bayard »y/ope. 
Among tbe men we saw n prison 
are stwk-ralsers and farmers, bus- 
iness men of affairs, and literary 
men of brilliant parts and of the 
lighest chaiaeter. 

"We witnessed wliile in Ireland 
a brutal and unprovoked assault 
by an English colonel and a crowd 
of soldiers upon the person a( Pro- 
fessor John MacI4elU. Profeasor 
IfacNeill is. a member ot the faculty 
of the National University, is an 
educator and publicist of the high- 
eet type, and occupies relatively 
the same position in Ireland that 
William Howard Taft or Nicholas 
Mui'rav Butler does in the

• Why bbjimld Ireland be treat t^at 
question was rather frequent five 
years ago; today, however, It drops 
from the lips of those who are 
either Incapable ot appreciating an 
argument or are afraid of offending 
"the Protestants of liberal views 
with whom tihey associate."

And before the 
King can pat on his crown and call 
bitmself King and Eimperor, the 
Archbishop administering the oath 
asks him: 

"Will yo'i, to t)ie utmost of your 
power, niaintaiu tlie laws of God. 
the true profession of the Gospel, 
and the PROTESTANT reformed 
reli<ion ostabltshed by law? And 
will you maintain and preserve in- 
violably the settliiiient of the 
Ctiurch of England and the dot- 
trino, worsnip, discipline and gov- 
ernment thereof, as by laws estab- 
li^ed in England?

"President De Valera oomes to 
America as the representative of tha 
oldest nation in Europe, a nation 
whose mythology is equalled only 
by that of Greece; a nation that 
preached ard spread the light of 
Ohristlanity throughout tho world 
when the ancestors of the present 
rulers ot Ireland were painting 
their bodl's In the hills of Wales 
President De Valera speaks for a 
nation at whose shores the Romans 
were halted. The Normans came 
and conquered England In one bat 
tie— the battle of Hastings. They 
invaded Ireland and finally, after 
600 years ot flghting, they were as- 
similated MOd became, in the words 
or the historian, 'more Irish than 
the Irish th'-mselves.'

UNDER THE BIG CLOCK MARKET AT SECOND 



There is undeniably a tend*>ncy 
anioDK CaihoUcB in our country to 
condemn things fhpy find to be 
wrong in public lii> and thus to 
strive to have the wrong righted. 
But there Is another duty incumbent 
on tbeo — that of constructive ef- 
fort in bringiiis about poaitive bet- 
terment, instead of merely engaging 
In aecative criticism. Botii dsities 
— ^that of vrotsating when necessity 
•rltss tor protest and of conatmc- 
tlve work, oven to the extent of co- 
operating with those not of our 
faith — are clearly stated by the 
Bishop of Northampton in a pa.'itoral 
letter. W'lat tlu- Bishop, the Right 
Rev. Fredericli William Keating, 
seeltH to iiiipres.s upon his pt-^jple is 
valuable Ki American (."afholics also. 
The Bish ip treat.s also of one or 
(wo other interei^ting topics, based 
on experiences gained during his re- 
rent visit in the United States. 

The Bishop insists on "Indepen- 
dence of view" among the Encilsh 
Catholics, aajriac that ao Catholic 
should "be eontsot to be a mere 
pawn of some poUUoal party, the 
blind disciple of the noisiest dem- 
agogue, the negligent and nesiigi- 
t>Ie hanger-on of his trade union, 
the dead echo of the party press." 
He says that ths "Catholic working 
class 1b in e position calling for 
moral courase of the highest type 
at this critical luonient." and urges 
the meu ol this da.ss to register a 
strong protest against the guidance 
of Irresponsible leaders. "I>et them." 
tie advises, "employ their voting 
strength and influence maa(ull]r, to 
dismUa from office and power those 
who inlsinnBiei <he trae elms of 
trade aatonlaoi. aad to replaes them 
by honest men who will pnanoU the 
interests of thslr own daas wtthovi 
declaring 'an unjust war on erwy 
oth€>- class." 

But firmness of conscious convic- 
tion, and the launching of strong 
protests is rot all that is necessary. 
Msgr. KeatiiiH very coriectly urg^B 
constructivf co-operation with help- 
ful agenci-s outside of our ranks. 

"An attitude of protest," he says, 
"though sometimes incumbent on a 
CJatbolic, is by no means the wiiole, 
or the most efleotual part of his in- 
Auenoe. In a country whioh Is pre- 
dominaattar ProteetaHt. and where 
all klads of false theortea sain a 
followiac nearly every popular 
movenaat is oaooclated with objec- 
tionable elements, objectionable ad- 
vocates, objectionable proposals, or 
objectionable methods. It is enough 
to refer 10 ths education question, 
the temperance question, as well as 
the labor guctition. To coldly refuse 
co-operation because some of the 
persons or some of the measures are 
not all that a Catholic would wish 
Is neither wise nor patriotic. Our 
fellow-countrymen, on the • whole, 
whatever their Umitatiene. are hon- 
estly bent on social betterment, and 
have renarkablr open minds on the 
subject. Objectiottaible people be- 
come less objectionable when we get 
to know them. Objeotlonable fea- 
tures can be eliminated from a 
scheme by frank and friendly dis- 
cussion. Anyhow, wrongs ought not 
to bs left uaredressed until an ideal 
scheme of Tefonn Is forthcoming; 
and if we turn dcwn those that are 
proposed, our non-Catholic friends 
are entitled to demand from us a 
better. Evan an imperfect scheme 
may be got to work well if well ad- 
minlstsrsd: but the admlalstratlon 
is hardly likeljr to be committed to 
ihose who refass to lead a hand in 
The framing; of it. The exigeiKles 
of war-time, as everyone knows, 
have broken down social and re- 
ilglous barriers, aiMi have brought 
together all sorts and conditions of 
people in an unprecedented way. 
Women especially, of all creeds and 
claseea. have worked on the same 
oonuulttees. have nursed in ihe 
same hospitals, have been associated 
In the management of the same 
huU. buffets, soldlera* clubs and 



Buch like; and have leanied thereby 
to know and value each other as 
never before. Naturally the same 
Bociabllity will prevail in the future, 
and our local enterprises will be 
shorn of ull their exelusiveneHs and 
narrow sectarianism. Indeed social 
service is to fast becoming the only 
cult of the Knglish people that any 
creed will be welcomed which can 
idiow a steady output of work and 
workers. OathoUcs hare no reason 
to fear such a test. Drawn out of 
our comparative isolaitioa dnrlng the 
paat four years, we have proved hotb 
our wimngBsas and eapaelty. The 
larger <9porttni1tles that ere oi»en- 
ing ibefore us mttst not csrtch ue in 
different .>r unprepared. To turn 
them to account, and to obviate the 
Incidental dangers that will un- 
(loubte<lly crop up. we need but to 
develop the machinery which al 
ready e.xises foi lliat very purpose 

The prelate then offers some sug- 
gestions .IS to how this machinery 
is tfl be developed: he <loe.s this by 
referring tn his ()bs<M vations in 
America. "We were agreeably sur 
prised in the UnHed States." he 
writes, "at the exceedingly good re- 
pute achieved by our home Oieaai 
7ations. The pisbUeattau ot oar 
Catholic Social OulM esfedalljr were 
known and valued everywhere; and 
the strongest desire wee expressed 
for combined action on both sides 
of the Atlantic. We certainly have 
much to gain by such an alliance. 
Kfforts ought to be made to estab- 
lish sociological schools in all our 
main cenfors of population similar 
to tho.se which are to be 8e<>n In 
every AmeiicHn city. Catholic young 
men and women are there trained, 
not only to take an intelligent in 
terest in social questions, but to 
equip the.neelves for public posi- 
tions, inoluding the many paM posts 
which there, as here, are yrovldod 
by tiie local and ceatral authorities. 
They who have no call to the re- 
ligious llf*?. yet are strongly attract- 
ed to social service, are thus ena 
bled to And at once their living and 
their vocation as district nurses, 
health officers, infant welfare visi- 
tors, and in such like employments 
Al New York we came acro.ss sev 
eral hundred young people, being 
prepared fo- municipal appointments 
in tlie HO'.-iologlcal school of Ford- 
ham Unlverelty, on the twenty 
eighth floor of the 'Woolworth 
building!" 

There are some very lielpfal sot- 
gesUons in this vastaral IsMer of 
the Bishop Of Northanptoa. Tlie 
references tc America are esssatially 
correct, but only American Catholics 
themselves will ever realise how far 
they are from living up to the 
Bishop's issertion that CathoUcs are 
training for social service "in every 
American city." The suggestion 
contained ;n the implicit oliligation 
of li\iug up to the compliment be 
slowed, and the other — that of com 
binlng constructive effort with nega- 
tive protest — should )be seriously ap 
predated by all American CathoHcs.

The Knights of Columbus were 
well known before they ever ven 
tured into war relief work. But 
since they went into that exaTiting 
line of endeavor and made a decid- 
ed success of it. they have found 
themselves not only famous, but de- 
pended upon hy the nation to do 
big things in time of peace just as 
they did big taiags during the war. 

William 3. MsOinley. Supreme 
Secretary of the Knights of Oblaoi- 
bus, who i<flcently retamed to Ms 
home in New York after an official 
vislUtion to the far Northwest K. 
of C. jurisdictions, states that he 
has come back to the East with a 
sense of this new responsibility 
which the country desires the 
Knights of Columbus to take. This 
was impressed upon him at every 
point he ti.uched on his western 
trip. 

'While no concrete programme 
has been put forward yet," says 
Secretary McOlnley, "there is oer- 
tainly a wide aad strong feaUas 
among the Knights of Columbus and 
among the mass of people who know 
the value of the K. of C. war work, 
that the Knights should now stand 
deAnitely f n ward as promoters and 
agents ot beneficial movements in 
limes of peace. The Knights have 
a vast recoaeoustruction work in 
hand, whinh comprises the most 
widely ramified employment service 
in the country, with over 1,800 bu 
reaus and over 37,000 workers. In 
vocational training for disabled sol 
dlers the Knights are also accom 
plishing remarkable results, having 
thriving schools in some of the 
great eamps. A oomvrebaasive 
Amerieaaliatloa progi^mne ia also 
under way — a programme whose 
practice wlM be the fostering of the 
true American spirit In foreign-born 
aspirants for citizenship and their 
children thiough the K. of C. coun- 
cil unit. 

"But the idea gaining more and 
more support throughout Ihe coun 
fry is that the Knights of Columbus 
s-hould spon.sor, in every city of 
practicable size, the erection and 
maintenance of a large social cen- 
ter, under Catholic auspices, but 
with doors open to all. These cen 
ters, it is proposed, should contain 
recre ati o nal laeilitles (or youag peo- 
ple and edncatioaal faeUMes for 
both young and old. As a matter of 
fact, and appropriately enough In 
Columbus, Ohio, the idea has not 
only t>een propounded — it 4a being 
put to the test. A campaign for 
$300,000 for this very object is now 
under way with every prospect of 
success. Columbus may lead the 
way to similar campaigns in all the 
larger cities and in many of the 
smaller ones. A drive in New York 
is contemplated for tlie fall. 

"The Knights of Columbus can 
not return to their former status of 
a widely organised but privately 
working organittlon. The Knights 
mu«t and will keep moving forward. 
With a rapidly iiyreaslng inemher- 
shlp and an organlaatlon atoned to 
the highest efficiency by capable 
luliillment of an imnien.'-.o war and 
reconstruction task, the Knights are 
piepiired to assume new work as it 
becomes plain to them that they are 
qualified to do It and do it well. The 
war proved the strength of the 
Knights of Columbus, and now that 
peace is here that strength must be 
maintained ia servlea for the yaMie 
good."

The oaU for • meeting of «fae en- 
tire hlerarehr «f tte iUntted States 
at the CMhoUe TTalTersKy at Wash 
Ington on September t4, issued by 
Cardinal Gibbons, Chairmsii of the 
General Committee on Catholic Af- 
fairs and Interests, is to be the flret 
Kathering of Its kind since .the Third 
Plenary Council of Baltimore In 
1884. T\w purpose of the confer- 
ence Is thus briefly outlined: 

"To organize committees to study 
aJid work for the welfare of the 
church and the country, p;i rt icularly 
along social and edueationul lines. 
R Will discuss not oulv purely ec- 
uealaetiMa problems, but social and 
edoMtloul problems involved m 
legMatfon under eonsldemtion by 
Congress, will CormnUte a uniform 
Catholic policy, and oo-oMlnate, as 
niT as <poaeibIe. diocesan aotivittos " 

A meeting of all the Bishops at the 
counti-y for the discussion of CMbo- 
ii( afiairs wdll hereafter take place 
each year. A general programme of 
Catholic activities will be drawn up 
at these conferences, and a fund ils 
conteinpla'ed to carry it into suc- 
cesstul operation.

But G-od was 
good to me, I tell in witii a tiood 
priest and 1 went to confe.^Hioii to 
him, and lie told me to come and 
see him, and he was my staff for 
three years. Oftentimes it was 
cruel hard, for I worked as a ser- 
vant girl, and I would hear the peo- 
ple talk about the "low Irisb," 
when, sure, it wasn't their fault at 
all, for thsy were not allowed to 
have any soboolinf, not enaa allow- 
ed to live In their own country. But 
then I'd go into the church and look 
at Him there all alone on the altar, 
and after a while 'twould be all 
right again But my heart would 
be lonely when I thought of \\\\ 
poor old mother in Ireland, and iii,\ 
little brother and sister that I would 
nt ver see: and often I hadn't a dol- 
liii, not even a penny in my porl<et. 
and it's not on my back that it 
would be, but I sent It home to help 
out my mother. 

I don't w«nt the Irish to be rich; 
maybe it wonUbi't be good for 
them, but snrs, wihy can't they he 
allowed to live at home «nd get 
some schooUnc at. home? All over 
you will find Irish families broken 
up. the boys and girls in America 
and Australia and everywhere and 
maybe only the poor old father and 
mother at home. Why Is that? 
Why can I not think that the Irish 
ouciit 10 have a riianre like any 
otlier peoplf an 1 not be looked 
down on? ..\nd it ruts me to the 
heart to liave people laugh at the 
Irisli and look down on them, and 
make fun of them; and to have 
them tell how the Irish ars rebels 
and fools. I am ignorant, bnt I 
think they «re tiv4ng to 4o ritht; 
they hare their nuiKs, I know, but 
they oogbt to be allowed to have a 
lAaaee to make a living and stay 
home and live in Ireland and get 

some schooling. And one day 

was here: he waa talking about the 
Irish and tiying to talk brogue 
about Miko and Pat and Biddy, just 
as if the>' were so many simpletons 
And I cried ao I could hardly serve 
the table; .md then they ail latighed 
at the Iris!i. wlien my heart was al- 
Miost breaking, thinking of all they 
hart suffered, and people only look- 
ing on them as if thsy hadn't any 
rights at all.
